It  is  my  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  of'  the  City  and 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department!  for  1951. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Lobban,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  since  1932,  resigned  to 
take  up  another  appointment  in  April,  and  I was  able  to  commence  duty  in 
May. 


Mr.  Frank  Thomas  retired  from  the  post  of  Chief  Clerk  on  reaching 
65  years  in  September,  and,  pending  the  filling  of  the  vacancy  in  the  staff, 
his  services  were  retained  in  a temporary  capacity,  It  is  with  regret  that  I 
have  to  record  his  death,  after  a comparatively  short  illness,  on  25th  February, 
1952.

The  Staff  of  the 
Department  have,  despite  many  changes,  kept  alive  that  spirit  of  loyal  service 
and  happy  co-operation  which  has  characterised  the  Health  Department  in 
the  past,  and  which  contributes  so  greatly  to  the  success  of  the  Social,  Sani- 
tary and  Preventive  Services  with  which  we  are  entrusted.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  epidemics  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year.  455  cases  of  measles  and  175  of  whooping  cough 
were  notified.  The  figures  for  1950  were  386  and  123  respectively. 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  numbered  45,  compared  with  58  in  1950,  and 
were  all  mild.  Five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  ; 4 of  these  occurred 
in  patients  already  under!  hospital  treatment,  2 of  whom  came  from 
other  Authorities’  areas.  The  fifth  case  wasi  not  immunised  ; investiga- 
tion of  the  contacts  proved  negative. 

There  were  3 cases  of  poliomyelitis  (infantile  paralysis),  all  of 
which  were  confirmed  as  paralytic  poliomyelitis.  None  was  fatal. 
The  number  in  1950  was  6.

FOOD  POISONING 

There  were  no  big  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning,  although  6 iso- 
lated cases  were  notified  and  investigated.  No  deaths  occurred,  nor 
were  any  secondary  outbreaks  discovered. 

In  four  cases,  the  patients  had  recovered  before  notifications 
were  received — neither  specimens  nor  food  samples  were  available. 

One  case,  in  a School  Teacher,  was  traced  to  a carrier  in  the 
School  Canteen,  and  the  causal  organism  was  a Haemolytic  Streptococ- 
cus. The  vehicle  was  thought  to  be  cold  cooked  meat,  but  no  samples 
were  available. 

In  another  case,  a tin  of  sardines  was  found)  to  contain  Haemo- 
lytic Strepticocci.

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS  & CHILDREN. 

The  Maternity  Department  of  the  City  Hospital  provides  the 
necessary  accommodation  for  a wide  area. 

The  Paediatric  Department  centred  on  the  City  Hospital  has 
accommodation  for  marasmic  and  ailing  babies  and  premature  infants. 

Healthy  children  up  to  the  age  of  three  are  admitted  to  the  Lache 
Nursery  and  children  over  the  age  of  three  to  Eaton  Park  View,  Wrex- 
ham Road,  both  being  administered  by  the  Child  Care  Committee  of  the 
•City  Council.  Periodic  examinations  and  examinations  on  admission 
.and  discharge  are  carried!  out  by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department. 

NURSING  HOMES. 

The  number  of  Nursing  Homes  registered  at  the  end  of  1951  was 
2.  The  total  number  of  beds  available  was  1 j,  of  which  9 were  allocated 
.as  maternity  beds  and  10  were  in  use  for  general  cases. 

MIDWIFERY  (SECTION  23). 

There  are  six  municipal  midwives  employed  by  the  C ity  Council. 
The  non-medical  supervisor  is  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attended  as  midwives 
compared!  with  1950. 

All  the  midwives  are  qualified  in  gas  and  ait  analgesia,  and  are 
supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus. There  was  a slight  increase  over 
1950  in  the  number  of  cases  so  treated.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION  (SECTION  26). 

As  in  previous  years,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  are  carried 
out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Department  and  by  the  medical 
practitioners. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Children  under  5 years  have  been  immunised  in  the  Infant  Wel- 
fare Centres  ; children  of  school  age  in  the  schools  and  school  clinics, 
and  general  ' practitioners  have  co-operated  wholeheartedly  in  the 
scheme. 

During  1951.  341  children  under  5 years  and  79  children,  aged 
5 — 14  years  have  been  :mmunised. 

In  addition,  698  have  received  reinforcing  inoculations.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 

(SECTION  28). 

The  activities  of  the  department  concerning  cases  of  mental  ill- 
ness and  mental  deficiency  are  dealt  with  under  the  section  on  Mental 
Health. 

In  cases  of  illness,  where  necessary,  Health  Visitors  visited  the 
homes.  Patients  who  were  on  the  waiting  list  for  admission  to  hospital 
were  visited  to  assess  the  degree  of  urgency  on  environmental  grounds. 

An  Orthopaedic  After  Care  Committee  continued  to  function 
during  the  year. 

The  After  Care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  was  carried  out  by  in- 
vestigating the  home  circumstances  in  all  cases,  periodic  visits,  the 
granting  of  periods  of  rehabilitation  at  Wrenbury  Hall,  and  in  one  case 
a garden  shelter  was  in  use. 

Nursing  Equipment  on  Loan. 

Apparatus  and  equipment  for  nursing  patients  at  home  is.  avail- 
able from  the  District  Nurses  Home.  During  1951,  152  articles  were 
loaned. 

DOMESTIC  HELPS  (Section  29). 

Twelve  full-time  Home  Helps  are  employed  by  the  Corporation, 
and  the  Service  is  in  the  charge  of  a Domestic  Help  Organiser. 
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In  some  cases,  Domestic  Help  was;  refused  when  the  Help  called 
to  commence  work,  notwithstanding'  the  acceptance  by  the  applicant  of 
the  charges  assessed.  No  previous  intimation  was  receivedl  and  such 
action  temporarily  disorganises  'the  Service.  A Booking  Fee  might  be 
the  solution  to  this  difficulty. 

It  is  still  apparent  that  many  people  expect  this  Service  to  be 
free  and  resent  the  completion  of  the  questionnaire  as  to  means.

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

A dministration. 

The  work  of  this  section  was  dealt  with  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Heatlth  Committee. 

Two  Duly  Authorised  Officers  carry  out  the  duties  under  the 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts  and  certain  duties  under  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Acts.  Home  visiting  and  supervision  is  also  done  by  the 
Health  Visitors. 

Close  co-operation  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee 
has  been  maintained. 

No  duties  are  delegated  to  Voluntary  Associatipns,  but  it  was 
possible  towards  the  end  of  the  year  to  secure  vacancies  in  temporary 
homes  for  two  mental  defective  children,  through  the  help  of  the 
National  Association  for  Mental  Health. 

(a)  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts. 

144  requests  for  visits  by  the  Authorised  Officers  were  received 
from  doctors,  hospitals,  Police,  Superintendents  of  Welfare  Accom- 
odation and  relatives.  87  patients  were  conveyed  to  hospital  under  the 
Lunacy  Acts  on  as  Voluntary  Patients  under  the  Mental  Treatment  Act. 
15  of  these  were  first  removed  under  Sections  20  and  21  of  the  Lunacy 
Act.  31  cases  needed  np  Statutory  Action,  but  after-care  and  welfare 
visits  were  made. 

After  Care.  Generally,  the  after  care  visits  by  the  Authorised 
Officers  or  Health  Visitors  has  been  welcomed  and  several  Voluntary 
Patients  have  expressed  willingness  to  return  to  hospital  for  further 
treatment. 

The  number  of  Voluntary  Patients  has  increased  considerably 
from  30  in  1950  to  50  this  year  (see  table). 

The  greatest  problem  has  been  Hospital  Accommpdation  for  se- 
nile cases,  though  the  Authorised  Officers  have  received  every  assistance 
front  the  doctors  at!  Upton  Mental  Hospital.

(b) — Mental  Deficiency  Acts. 

The  extreme  difficulty  of  finding  accommodation  in  Mental  Defi- 
ciency Institutions  is  as  apparent  as  ever,  and  cases  admitted  to  Place 
of  Safety  Accommodation  have  had  to  remain  there  a considerable  time 
pending  the  presentation  of  petitions.  Temporary  accommodation  for 
six  weeks  in  eachi  case  was  found  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  two  defective 
children  whose  home  circumstances  were  especially  difficult. 

A review  of  the  notified  cases  of  Mental  Deficiency  was  made, 
and  it  was  considered  that  the  numbers  would  justify,  the  opening  of  an 
Occupation  Centre  in  the  City.  One  adjacent  Authority  would  contri- 
bute to  the  atendances  at  such  a Centre.  A scheme  for  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Occupation  Centre  received  the  necessary  approval. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

No  new  cases  were  dealt  with  under  Section  47  of  this  Act.  In 
the  case  of  one  patient  previously  detained  in  Sealandi  House  because  of 
bad  home  circumstances,  applicaton  for  renewal  of  the  order  was  granted 
for  three  months,  10  weeks,  and  three  months  consecutively.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  patient  was  still  in  Welfare  Accommodation.

These  houses  were  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  for  human  habi- 
tation at  reasonable  expense.  By  the  end  of  the  year  six  of  the  houses 
had  been  vacated,  and  the  tenants  re-housed  by  the  Corporation. 

It  is  increasingly  difficult  to  call  for  extensive  and  costly  repairs 
to  sub-standard  houses  with  a small  weekly  rent,  in  view  of  such  high 
cost  being  unreasonable  within  the  meaning  of  Section  II  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936, 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  241  visits  to  homes  of  applicants 
about  to  be  re-housed  by  the  Corporation,  to  ascertain  the  state  of  clean- 
liness and  to  obviate  vermin  being'  transferred  toi  new  houses. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  disinfest  rooms  and  contents  in  seven 
instances. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Smoke  pollution  in  the  City  comes  chiefly  from  domestic  chim- 
neys and  the  railways. 

Forty-three  observations  were  made  of  factory  chimneys  and 
seven  complaints  of  atmospheric  pollution  investigated.  The  abate- 
ment of  smoke  nuisances  was  effected  by  informal  action  and  instruc- 
tion of  stokers  in  the  firing-  methods. 

One  laundry,  about  which  complaints  were  received,  changed 
from  coal  burning  to  oil.  Observations  have  shown  that  the  new 
installation  is  satisfactory  and  should  not  cause  further  nuisance. 

Intermittent  complaints  from  areas  in  the  path  of  the  prevailing 
wind  have  been  received  regarding  smell  and  fumes  from  a leadworks. 
The  management  have  installed  automatically-operated  bag  filters  with 
a view  to  remedying  the  nuisance.  As  these  have  only  proved  partially 
successful,  additional  steps  are  to  be  tried  in  an  effort  to  obviate  further 
complaints. 

CANAL  BOATS 

The  number  of  boats  using  the  canal  has  continued  to  fall  as  in 
previous  years. 

13  canal  boats  were  examined  during  1951,  none  of  which  re- 
quired service  of  complaint  notes. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSE. 

As  last  year  there  is  only  one  registered  Common  Lodging 
House,  for  males  only,  in  the  City. 

This  received  eight  surprise  and1  routine  inspections  during  X951- 
RODENT  CONTROL. 

Under  the  scheme  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  a 
consolidated  grant  of  50  per  cent,  of  the  approved  net  expenditure,  in- 
curred during  the  financial  year  1951-52,  is  made  to  Local  Authorities. 
Certain  conditions  relating  to  organisation,  employed  methods,  staffing, 
and  the  carrying  out  of  effective  procedure  have  to  be  complied  with  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Ministry. 

Corporation  sewers,  surface  properties  and  private  houses  are 
treated  free  of  cost.  Grant  aid  is  not  available  in  respect  of  expenditure 
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incurred  by  the  treatment  of  commercial  or  industrial  premises,  the 
costs  being-  fully  re-imbursed)  by  the  occupiers  so  that  no  charge  falls  on 
public  funds. 

Rodent  control  in  Corporation  sewers  has  been  intensified.  Two 
“maintenance”  and  one  “test  bait”  treatment  being  carried  out  during 
the  year.

There  is  little  doubt  that  effective  treatment  of  the  sewers  reduces 
the  complaints  from  surface  properties.  In  built-up  areas  such  infesta- 
tions are  eventually  traced  to  defective  drains  and  the  complaints 
remedied  following  repairs. 

The  sewers  and  Corporation  refuse  tips  remain  the  major  source 
of  infestation  in  the  City.  The  tip,  sewage  works  and  land  adjoining 
are  kept  under  routine  observation  and  received  eight  treatments  during 
the  year. 

The  rodent  staff  (1  Foreman  and  two  Operators)  are  engaged  for 
a total  of  five  months  annually  in  the  treatment  of  sewers,  sewage  work 
and  refuse  tips,  alone. 

The  result  of  searches,  complaints  and  the  services  to  premises 
in  the  City  is  shown  in  the  following  table. 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951 

The  above-mentioned  Act.  came  into  operation  on  1st  November, 
1951,  and  repeals  the  Rag  Flock  Acts  of  1911  and  1928.  Its  purpose  is 
to  secure  the  use  of  clean  filling  materials  in  upholstered  articles  or 
other  articles  which  are  stuffed  or  lined. 

The  Act:  requires  the  licensing  of  premises  where  filling  materials 
are  used  for  upholstering,  stuffing  or  lining  of  bedding,  toys  or  baby 
carriages,  but,  unfortunately,  excludes  premises  where  these  articles 
are  remade  or  reconditioned. 

42  visits  were  made  to  premises  within  the  City,  but  only  two 
came  within  the  purpose  of  the  Act  and  received  licences.

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Lectures  on  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  the  dangers  involved 
in  the  neglect  of  personal  and  kitchen  hygiene  have  been  given  to  the 
staffs  of  many  food  establishments  and  other  organisations  by  the  Chief 
and  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Although  the  provision  of  satisfactory  premises  and  modern 
equipment  assists  in  promoting  a high  standard  of  hygiene,  the  instruc- 
tion and  supervision  of  food  handlers  is  of  prime  importance. 

The  recording  and  inspection  of  restaurants,  cafes,  snack-bars, 
food  shops  an.dl  canteens  in  the  City  has  progressed  during  the  year. 

Ninety  detailed  inspections  of  food  premises  have  been  made  and 
on  initial  inspection  these  premises  were  classified  as  follows  according 
to  the  suitability  of  building,  type  and  condition  of  equipment,  methods 
employed  and  general  standard  of  hygiene.

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1 he  premises  recorded  “bad”  were  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice-cream  and  the  inspection  subsequently  resulted  in  legal  proceedings, 
detail^  of  which  are  given  under  the  section  of  this  report  dealing  with 
Ice  Cream. 

W here  delects  in  premises,  equipment  or  methods  are  recorded, 
the  responsible  persons  are  interviewed  and  later  written  tp  requesting 
remedy.  By  this  method!  improvements  have  been  effected.  On  re- 
inspections (64  in  number)  many  of  the  premises  have  already  been  up- 
graded in  classification. 

It  is  hoped  that,  by  the  existing  interest  and  co-operation  of 
owners,  managements  and  staffs,  all  food  premises  in  the  City  will 
eventually  attain  a “good”  classification.

Chemical  Analysis. 

The  Food  Standards  (Ice  Cream)  Order,  1951,  came1  into  opera- 
tion on  1st  March,  1951. 

The  Order  provides)  that  Ice'  Cream  must  contain  at  last  5%  fat, 
10%  sugar,  and  y|%  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  The  standard  applies 
to  any  products  (including  those  supplied  in  catering  establishments) 
which  are  sold  as  “ice  cream”  or  “ices,”  but  does  not  apply  to  water 
ices  sold  as  such  or  to  “ice  lollies”. 

21  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
chemical  analysis  during  1951.  All  the  samples  were  certified  to  be  in 
accordance  with  the  required  standards.

The  chemical  quality  of  ice-cream  during  1951  showed  a decided 
improvement  on  previous  years. 
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Bacteriological  Samples. 

During  tha  year,  50  samples  of  ice-cream  have  been  bacteriologi- 
cally  examined  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Hamilton 
Square,  Birkenhead,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  all  but  one  sample 
attained  satisfactory  provisional  grading  in  respect  of  cleanliness,  and 
all  were  free  from  foecal  B.Coli.

fThis  sample,  obtained  early  in  the  year,  together  with  a previous 
series  of  unsatisfactory  reports  and  unhygienic  buildings,  equipment, 
etc.,  resulted  in  the  institution  of  legal  proceedings,  under  Section  13 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  193S,  and  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment) 
Regulations,  1947-51.  Defendants  were  fined  a total  of  ^25  and.1  4/- 
costs. 


LICENSED  PREMISES. 


One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  visits  were  made  to  licensed 
premises  and  a comprehensive  report  submitted  to  the  Licensing 
Justices. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  sanitary  accommodation 
and  hygiene. 


A number  of  recommended  improvements  have  been  carried  out 
to  existing  sanitary  conveniences  in  five  licensed  houses. 

A survey  of  the  efficiency  of  the  methods  employed'  in  the  wash- 
ing of.  drinking  glasses  was  made  of  21  premises  of  various  types 
scattered  throughout  the  City.  It  was  found  that  although  all  the 
bar  sinks  were  provided  with  a,  piped  hot  water  supply  in  most  cases 
the  washing  water  was  allowed  to  become  luke  warm  and  ineffective  for 
thorough  cleansing  of  glasses  and  without  sterilising  properties.

Swabs  were  obtained  from  used  glasses  and  the  same  glasses 
following  normal  washing  and  drying.  Samples  of  washing  up  water 
were  also  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Medical 
Research  Laboratory  (Dr.  Ritchie),  Birkenhead,  who  advised  regard- 
ing method  of  sampling. 

Results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  supported  the  view 
that  present  methods  of  handwashing  without  the  use  of  a sterilising 
detergent  were  unsatisfactory.

The  following  recommenclaions  were  conveyed  to  the  licensees  by 
the  Justices  at  the  Brewster  Sessions. 

(1)  That  glasses  should  be  efficiently  washed  in  hot  water  and  not 
merely  rinsed. 

(2)  The  water  should  contain  a measured  amount  of  a reliable  sterilis- 
ing detergent. 

(3)  Bar  cloths  should  be  washed  in  a separate  sink  or  vessel  contain- 
ing detergent. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  licensed  houses  inspected 
was  satisfactory.

Meat  Marking  is  carried  out1  at  thd  Abattoir  where  a Meat  In- 
spector, who  also  acts  as  Abattoir  Superintendent,  is  on  permanent 
duty. 

Ante-mortem  inspections  are  made  of  all  animals  and  notes 
taken  of  any  abnormalities  which  might  assist  in  the  subsequent  post- 
mortem examinations  which  are  carried  out  on  every  animal  slaughtered.
